Inourown tiine
these same legends, embodied in poetry,
gave to Tennyson much of his fame. Teu-
uyson created the Idyls of the Kings, the
1dyls of the King made Tennyson, and &0
long as they remain the world will not for-
get the ** legaey of chivalry to romance.”
Mr. Branch was one of Lhe finest speak-
ers of the aftormoon His oration was
among the foremost as regards merit. His
arguments, illustrations, and descriptions
were presented gracefully, calmly, elo-
guently."”

Physical Culinre.

Probably there is nothing more neglee-
ted throughout the country in the way of
education, than those particular exercises
which serve to develope the muscular or-
ganization. In the large cities we find
places where young men and young wo-
men, and even children may go and use
sitoh means as are best fitted to their con-
stitutional peculiarities. But even where
these advantages are afforded, ihey are
seldom appreciated, and one of the most
benedicial of all institutions (the gymna-
sium) is neglected. The importance of
proper exercise ia realized but by fegw, and
although such men as Dr. Dio Lewis have
writtenupon jt and produced good argy-
ments in its favor, the great mass even o

soung men and boys, only attain about half
of the physical strength and agility which
they are capable of. Work does not an-
swer the purpase, for work stiffens, rather
than makes supple, the frame of those who
areits closest followers. The secret ofthe
success of a proper course in gymuastics
or calisthentics, seems to lie in the fact
that while the body is pleasurably exer-
ted, the mind is also free. Bodlly exarcise
is not only the best safeguard ngaiost bod-
ily llls, but also the best promoter of a
herlthy mind snd vigorous intellect.
While to one who is at the desk or the
counter all day, it gives the muscular ex-
ercise necessary—to the manual laborer
itaffords o connterpart of that whick has
busied him. These remarks have been
suggested by the fact that a good gymua-
sium haa Intely been started in town, and
by the knowledge of the small extent in
which the youth of this community have
availed themselves of past privileges. It
is to be hoped that the mew inssitution
may be patronized by nlarge class, who
caunot fail to veap a permanpent banefit
from attention to their neglected physleal
cultare,
